It is not probably that other 
counties will be as fortunate as Sey­ 
mour in having the structure erected 
free of all expense and for this rea­ 
son the re s u lts of the Farmers’ Club 
in Seymour are being followed with 
more than ordinary interest. 
The club building is a complete

The donors in dedicating this club 
building emphasized that it was their 
intention to make it the city home or 
civic center of the residents of the 
farming communities and that it is 
i their wish that the members use it 


L a s freely and with the same sense of

it would be ditli- 
ifcult to announce in an dedicatory 
address a more appropriate senti­ 
ment. 
It shows the real purpose of 
the donors and that their only aim 
was to build a home for the com­ 
fort and convenience of their farmer 
fields. 
The Farmers’ Club building is the 
crystallization of the new rural de­ 
velopment movement which lui" re­ 
ceived so much attention in recent 
years ¿n Indiana. 
There is no q u e s ­ 
tion but that through this building 
the rural residents and the citizens 
of this etiy will be brought closer to­ 
gether with the 
result of 
mutual 
benefit. 
The idea originating with 
Mr. Blish i> yet in its infancy. While 
it I" conceded that it is successful the 
possibilities are so numerous that it 
will take years to completely work 
out the detailed plan. 
A fter llie 
members have once enjoyed the con­ 
veniences and fully understand what 
can be done they will make sugges­ 
tions that would not be thought of 
• xeepf bv one of their own number. 


At the farmers’ Club building the 
members will meet in a social way and 
upon such occasions matters of gen­ 
eral interest be discussed. 
It is at

The Farmers’ Club is a free in­ 
stitution. 
It is erected for the bene­ 
fit of those who making their living 
from the soil and the Blish estate 
has arranged for an annuity for its 
maintenance. 
According to the by­ 
laws any persons in Jackson county 
who gains his livelihood wholly or in 
part from fanning is entitled to mem­ 
bership. 
Before the privileges can 
be enjoyed, however, the farmers are 
required to obtain a 
certificate 
of 
membership which are issued gratis 
at any of the bank" in this city. The 
ride that this certificate must be first 
secured before the club is open to 
the farmers will be rigidly enforced 
but in view of the many advantages 
and conveniences offered there is no 
question but that this simple require­ 
ment will be complied to willingly. 
Such a ruling i" necessary so that 
the trustees may know who are mem­ 
bers as the names are enrolled in 
a register at the (dub building. 
The F a r m e r s ’ Club was not erect­ 
ed for financial gain. 
It i" a free 
institution planned entirely for the 
benefit of the fa rm e rs with the hope 
that they will enjoy it.

trustees are paid for their service 


as the board is composed o f public 
spirited men who ore willing to co­ 
operate in the advanced movement.

prim ary thought of our friends w a s 
the erection of a suitable memorial 
to the life and achievements of their 


d is tin g u is h e d and worthy grandsire, 
the founder of the 
now 
rich and 
beautiful city of Seymour, and who, 
in h is day, 
was among the 
most 
eminent citizens of our great state, 
Meedy W hite Shileds. 
Meedv W . Shileds was horn in the 
village of Sevierville, Sevier county, 
Tennessee, Ju ly 8, 1805 . 
Hi* was the 
son of Jam es and Penelope W hite 
Shields, and a grandson of Stockton 
Shields, a captain 
in the 
Virginia 
forces in the Revolutionary war. IIis 
father, who was a farmer, and an 
Indian fighter, moved with his fam ­ 
ily to the then Territory of Indiana, 
and first settled at 
Vorydon, 
in 
Harrison county, using pack horses 
on the journey. 
In 1810, the year 
our state was admitted 
into 
the 
1 nion, they moved to Jackson county 
and settled in the heart of the wild- 
wood that then covered the 
la n d s 
upon which this city is now located. 
At that time there were hut six fam i­ 
lies settled in the eastern part of 
the county. 
A few patches of p art­ 
ially cleared land, which like oasis 
in a desert or Island in a sea, were 
the only visible evidence of human 
existence. 
From 1820 to 1832, in connection 
with his labor on the farm , he en­ 
gaged, first as a hired 
hand, and 
then, as proprietor of a small licet 
of flat boats, which conveyed the 
products of the settlement, such as 
corn, pork and timber, from a point 
near Rockford to New Orleans, then 
the only available market for such 
heavy freight. 
In 1832, 
at the age 
of 
27, he 
volunteered in the army that was 
called out to suppress the depreda­ 
tions of the Indians in the Black 
Hawk W ar. 
He was at once elected 
and within a few months promoted 
to its captaincy. 
lie saw but little 
real service as the w ar ended early 
in 1833. 
At its close the young oili- 
eer returned to his home and re­ 
sumed his business on the farm. He 
now desired a home of his own and 
with the wisdom which directed all 
his actions, he selected the daughter 
of a plain farm er and in 1833 was 
married to Eliza 
P . 
Ewing, the 
daughter 
of 
Jam es 
Ewing, 
of 
Browns town. 
Mr. S h ie ld s early in life became 
active in public affairs 
and 
was 
recognized by his 
neighbors 
as a 
sincere and safe counsellor in all 
propost ions for change or improve­ 
ment of prevailing 
conditions. 
In 
the fa ll of 184ti 
he was 
elected a 
member of the legislature and re­ 
elected in 1848. 
In 
185 2 he 
was 
elected state senator from the count­ 


ies of Jackson and Scott. 
In 1850 
he was elected to the same office 
and re-elected in 
1800 from 
the 
counties of Jennings and Jackson, 
lie was, in all, a member 
of 
the 
Indiana legislature sixteen years, an 
unusual length of service for one 
man in that body. 


In 1860 he was delegate to 
the 
National 
Democratic 
Convention 
which met at Charleston, S. C., and 
was an ardent supporter of the can- 
dieacv of Stephen A. Douglas. 
In 
1860 he was earnestly solicited to 
become a candidate fo r the National 
Congress. 
Had he 
consented 
lie 


Mr. Shields died on the Oth day 
of February I860 in the 61st year 
of hi" age, and his wife departed on 
the 14th ot the following November. 
lie had in all his 
life hut 
thret 
months of sehool 
education, 
hut 
under the tuition of 
his 
culture« 
wife at the fireside of 
their 
first 
modest home he proved an apt an« 
tirless student, and soom mastered 
the cardinal brandies of business and 
literary education, 
lie was an in­ 
cessant reader, not only of current 
events, hut also of standard work* 
in history, science, political economy 
and government 
polities, 
lie 
was 
quick to analyze argument and detect 
sophistry. 
lie was somewhat ob­ 
stinate in his adherence to fixed opin- 
| ion, but when convinced of his mis­ 
taken view he was not ashamed to 
acknowledge his error. 
His memory 
was wonderfully retentive and seldom 
failed him in what he had read or 
in the details of business transac­ 
tions. 
In polities he was 
always 
affiliated with the Democratic party. 
When in the legislature he gave 
hut slight encouragement to partisan 
measures. 
In the enactment of laws 
for the drainage of swamps, for the 
promotion of common school educa­ 
tion, for equal taxation of property 
and for the safety of travel on rail­ 
roads, to maintain the credit and 
honor of the State, in the prompt 
adjustment of its indebtedness, and 
a proper restriction in the operation 
of the public utilities, concerned him 


i more than schemes for the use ot 
partisan politicans. 
Hi* vigorous am 
I industrious activities in committee? 
! brought him into greater prominence 
| than many whose time was spent 
¡in Mowing and invective oratory on 
the lloor of the chamber. 
It was he 
who introduced and had passed the 
first law of the state requiring all 
railroad trains to come to a full stop 
before crossing another railroad.

As a business man Mr. Shields had 
a brief hut concise code of rules, 
lie 
was never known to enter into con­ 
spiracy with others to discredit any 
competitor, to degrade his character, 
or depreciate his property. 
He dis­ 
dained to take advantage of another’s 
misfortune or necessities. 
All his 
dealings were open with no loop holes 
for equivocation. 
Caution, honesty 
and promptness ruled in all transac­ 
tions. 
He was lenient to all debtors 
who evinced an earnest desire to dis­ 
charge their obligations and merci­ 
ful to the honest unfortunate. 


He was the man who first sug­ 
gested the opening of a bank at Sey­ 
mour and in 1865 with the assistance 
of the late Jam es L. Gardiner or­ 
ganized the First National Bank. Ilo 
declined its presidency but was one 
of its directors. 
He believed in small 
loans to the farmers and merchants 
rather than in large blocks to specu­ 


la to r s and promoters. 
In 1853, with his good brother-in- 
law, Thomas L. Ewing, he established 
the second general store 
of 
the 
town, near the 
corner of 
Second 
street and Indianapolis avenue, 
in 
the eastern end of the building was 
a little office where in a quiet way 
lie transacted thousands of dollars 
of business each year. 
His own pen 
did the stenographic work, and his 
memory kept the accounts. 
Perhaps the most fortunate busi­ 
ness deal made by Mr. Shields was 
procuring the location of the town 
upon hi< land. 
When the promoters 
of the O hio and Mississippi Railroad 
determined to build that road, their 
engineer selected a 
line that 
ran 
from Vernon by the way of Rockford 
to the town of Bedford, and at a 
meeting of directors the line was 
about to be adopted as the establish­ 
ed route. 
But the directors were de­ 
sirous of making Rockford the term­ 
ini of two divisions and they asked 
the citizens of that village to donate 
sufficient ground for 
depots, 
car 
yards and repair shops but as the 
people made no favorable response 
a halt in the proceedings occurred. 
And right then, Mr. Shields saw his 
opportunity and at once had a short 


conference with the 
directors 
at 
which he persuaded them to make a 
trial survey on the south of the river 
1 he survey was made and the re­ 
port of the engineers was encourage- 
ing. 
I hen Mr. Shields offered to 
donate the right of way an several 
acres of land for depots, yards and 
shops. 
A heavy fill was required to 
he made west of our town and this 
the directors dreaded, but this ob­ 
jection was swept aw ay when the 
dauntless man agree to take the con­ 
tract. 
1 he line was established and 
Mr. Shileds with oxen, mules, horses 
and a small army 
ot 
his 
farm er 
neighbors soon threw up 
the en- 
bankment to the proper grade, 
lie 
then located and platted his little 
town. 
Hi* 
son-in-law, John 
H. 
Blish, and brother, Edwin, (the latter 
now living with us in the peaceful 
and quiet evening of life) were his 
oi\il engineers. 
The sale of lots was 
at once begun and on the 11th day of 
November 1852 the first lots were 
old, and th«* first settlement was 
made in the spring of 
1853 
when 
ravis Carter moved his family and 
lit tie kit „ ot 
carpenter tools from 
fanipieo. 
Mr. Shields gave his town 
the name of Seymour from his high 
esteem tor the cheif engineer of the 
Railroad company. 
In the sale ot lo ts Mr. S h ie ld s was 
his own real estate agent, 
lie em­ 
ployed no solicitors, lawyers or title 
alistrators. 
He would go with his 
customer to see a lot, come back to 
hi* little1 office, write a bond for the 
deed, take the money or not notes 
(mostly commonly the latter of the 
purchaser, and the next minute buy 
a young mule or hunch of ho^ s from 
a waiting farmer. 


Mr. Shieloswas alienrnestadvoeate 
of education, and the first 
public 
building erected in his town was a 
two-storv 
trmn«1 
sehoolhouse 
on V_ 
North Ewing street, which was built 
and furnished at hi* own cost. He was 
not a member of any church or secret 
order. 
His moral life was shaped 
by 
no 
denominational 
creed, 
his 
benevolence by no restrictive or arbi- 
tary rules. 
He accepted the teach­ 
ings of Christ a* sufficient to be a 
clear guide for a pure life, needing 
hut little or no explanation from 
priest or preacher, and yet, he was a 
friend of churches 
and 
respected 
them all alike, he they Jew or Gentile, 
Catholic or Protestant. 
He let each 
denomination select the lot desired 
for its building (and they generally 
chose the best remaining corner he 
had) which, without a protest he 
cheerfully donated. 


H i" love for his country and its 
tree institutions was deep and sin- 
cere. 
O f this he gave evidence in 
his youth when lie left his home and 
enlisted in the army to conquer flu* 
subtile enemy. 
And in after years, 
when rebellion 
threatened 
the de­ 
struction of the union, he was among 
tlx» most anxious for its [»reserva­ 
tion. 
Although of southern birth, an 
admirer of southern 
chivalry, 
and 
with large dealings 
with 
southern 
planters, he held that the preserva­ 
tion of the Union was paramount to 
sectional pride. 
When in his forced 
raid General Morgan 
invaded 
our 
state destroying the property of the 
people in his path, even threatening 
our own town, Captain Shields was 
the first men to urge our citizens to 
organize for defense. 
While 
some 
more blatant of their heroism and 
loud of their patriotism were busy 
hiding their jewels and other trinkets- 
in cisterns and cellars, h«j was hav­ 
ing liis own horses and mules brought 
from tin* plow and urging every man, 
who was willing, to mount them. They 
obeyed and in three hours, he at the 
head and on old 
“ Wheeler” , 
his 
trusty horse, had a company of sixty 
Germans, Irish, Yankees and Iloosiers 
in galloping drill on Second street, 
and in twelve hours he had these men 


so well trained that a colonel of a 
Michigan regiment paid him a very 
high compliment. lie was an admirer 
of Abraham Lincoln and always be­ 
lieved if that the 
great 
man 
and 
Alexander Stephens had been allowed 
their way, much of the horrors of 
that bloody contest would have been 
avoided. 
And now 
this 
day his life and 
labors receive reeognizition in this 
edifice which will always remind our 
citizens of this community of the* 
founder of Seymour. 
If the descendants 
of 
remote 
parents take no pride in keeping alive 
the story of their 
beneficient 
and 
worthy achievements they may not 
hope that the memory of their own 
accomplishments will long thrill with 
joyful pride the hearts of those who 
may inherit their name. 
In 
older 
countries too many families depend 
for distinction upon their belief that 
mingh'd with their blood some tinc­ 
ture of royalty or titled nobility may 
flow in their veins o r.th ey prize a 
copy of a coat of arms that was once 
painted on a coach of a kindred E a rl 
or Lord as an insignia of superior 
origin. 
But in this land, titles have 
no place in the nomenclature of its 
citizens. 
The flood of the toiler in 
the field, or the mechanic 
at 
the 
bench, or the sailor on the sea, has 
the same value in law, the same claim

Washington, Oct. 8.—The Democrat­ 
ic caucus of the senate has approved 
the war revenue bill.

The estimate of the revenues that will 
flow from the new bill are subject to 
the contingency that the production 
of beer in the United States will not

called for bv Preside nt Wilson. 
The finance committee was directed 
to report a graduated tax on the pro­ 
duct.on of cigar* ties in lieu of the $2; 
flat rate which the house bill taxes 
cigarette 
manufactures.

Paris, Oct. 8.—There is reason for 
satisfaction, even for elation, in the 
government reports of the battles in 
northern France 
Apprehension, born 
of unfavorable news Wednesday, is 
subsiding. 
Although the allies in their thrust 
toward Belgium and their attem pt to 
cut General Von Kluck’s communica­ 
tions have been pressed somewhat to 
the westward and toward the coast, 
they have nevertheless fought their 
way within a step of the Belgium from 
tier, maintaining all the while an un­ 
broken line along the German wrest 
flank. 
Germans Were Halted. 
Attempting a counter flanking move- 
I ment, the Germans, with large forcer 
or cavalry, sought to head off the 
northern advance of the allies and get 
between them and the coast cities.

struck 
at 
Armentieres 
and 
toward Lens, but were halted by de­ 
termined resistance. 
While these 
cavalry engagements 
were in progress between contending 
! flanking forces, the allies resumed a 
powerful offensive at the hinge of the 
battle line north of the Oise, and were 
successful in recovering ground lost in 
previous davs. 
There were forward 
movements by the British and French 
in the center of the line, presumably 
from Rheims to the ridge of the Ar­ 
gonne. 
In this quarter the Germans 
had weakened their forces in order to 
support Von Kluck and to launch a 
flanking 
movement 
of 
their 
own. 
There is reason to suppose that Gen­ 
eral Joffre is now profiting by lessened 
German strength fn the center. 


Slow but Steady Advance. 
In the entire eastern region of com­ 
bat tin re is nothing decisive to report. 
The French seem to be maintaining a 
slow hut steady advance in the Woe- 
vre di'trict, while firmh holding their 
positions along the Meuse. 
The bar­ 
rier fortresses continue to protect the 
whole allied battle line. 
The latest 
government report was brief but whol­ 
ly reassuring, and indicated the nature 
of the operations in the north as a 
steady advance toward Belgium in a 
constantly widening arc.

vorable as can be expected wrhen the 
vastness of the b d is considered.
